SHOW DECLINE 


Y.M.C.A. Secretary Points 


Out Decrease in Attend- 


ance in Dane County 


A religious survey of Dano county 


was given by A. C. Mann, Y. M. C. A. 
secretary of Dune county, at the meet- 
ing of the Ministerial association at 
the Presbyterian church this morning. 


His report showed that in Dane 


county outside of Madison there are 
about 125 churches, representing about 
eighteen 
denominations. 
That 
the 


co'-ntry church is rot retaining its 
hoid upon the community is shown by 
the decreasing attendance. 
This fact 


is due particularly because pastors and 
congregations still keep up the use of 
their foreign tongues, he said, while 
their children, who have been educated 
in American schools, use the English 
language. 
That tho community church 


is generally falling behind all over the 
United States is due to tho fact that 
the rural population has decreased. 


The. means f!f bringing about union 


churches in the country communities 
was discussed following the address of 
Mr. Mann. It was shown that in some 
parts of the county there are four or 
five churches where there is room for 
only one, and thnt in one instance 
three churches had planned to unite 
when representatives of their particu- 
lar denominations stepped in and pre- 
vented thc union. 
It was the prevail- 


ing opinion of the ministers that the 
union of churches could be brought 
about better by a committee of laymen' 
representing thc different denomina- 
tions than by thc pastors.

who recently returned to New York, 
is ^of the belief that the peoplo in 
power in Russia have at no *ime con- 
templated that they could make a la- 
parate peace with the German auto- 
cracy. 


"I feel with all American citizens," 


said Col. Thompson, "that the Presi- 
dent's message was mo'st timely, and 
that -its bearing on the great questions 
of the prosecution of. the war, and the 
»ims for which the war is being waged, 
has been most beneficial to the Allies. 
So far as its effect on Rusiia is con- 
cerned I draw my conclusions from 
private »dvices .as well as. from the 
press dispatches. The message boldly 
met the Russian dernnnj 
for peace 


terms, and in very great measure it 
runs -«long the 'lines which"-are • ap- 
proved .by the Russian democracy. ." 
President's Mesoagc Blow to Germany 


"It -would, look as if the President's 


message was already the final blow to 
the German program inasmuch ns Ger- 
man autocracy and Russian democracy 
appear to have ceased all endeavors to 
meet on a harmonious basis, and nego- 
tiations aro reported to be at an end. 


"My information is that at the time 


the President's message was cabled to 
Petrograd, Leniue was at the Smolny 
Institute, and Trotzky was ot Brest- 
Litovsk. My correspondent says that 
when Leninc bad finished reading the 
message he pronounced it the greatest 
step yet taken toward a general dem- 
ocratic peace, and carried it. personally 
to the telegraph office where he' or- 
dered 
it transmitted 
verbatim 
to 


Trotzky. 


"I do not believe r.oiv that the people 


in power, in Russia have ever con- 
templated that they could, make a sep- 
arate peace with 
the German auto- 


cracy. If they ever did contemplate it, 
which I doubt, they speedily discovered 
that it was impossible in view of the 
refusal of the Germans to accept the 
Russian principles of no annexations, 
no indemnities, and self-determination 
by small nationalities. There is noth- 
ing in common between the German 
autocracy :md tho Russian democracy, 
and this difference was only intensi- 
fied by the

at 
Brest- 


Litovsk. 


Allies in Accord With-Rutsian 


Democracy 


"On the other hand, President Wil- 


son's address showed that the American 
Government and, presumably'the Allies 
also, were in accord with the Russian 
democracy in favpr of open diplomacy 
as against secret treaties, which have 
never been possible in this country; 
that they were with- the . Russians in 
favor of no annexation of conquered 
territory; that they were with". them, on 
the question of selfdetermination of 
different nationalities, and very strong- 
ly in favor of the creation of real 
democracies throughout the -world, and 
of an arrangement by all nations. which 
would prevent a recurrence of wars,- 


"The effect 
of President 'Wilson's 


speech in Germany should be quite as 
favorable to the- Allies as.it. Kas. 
in Ruisia. There has been some diffi- 
culty in getting the speech printed in 
the German newspapers. ~ The German 
General Staff is afraid 
of 'the truth, 


and the- newspaper .at first, only .printed 
portions of the President's speech and 
garbled portions at that, juit as they 
did with the reports of .the peace par- 
leys at Brest-Litovsk. But if the speech 
is once read and digested by the Ger- 
man people, it -will show to- them, that 
the Allies are not trying'to destroy the 
German nation but are merely seeking 
to bring about a condition whero wars 
will not. continue to drench the world 
in blood. 


English newspapers that anarchy has

There is trouble and confusion due .to 
the f«,ct .that the Russians 'verc un- 
prepared for a government and also 
due to the fact that ever since tho re- 
volution the great masses of the people 
iiave boen in constant dread of coun- 
ter-revolution which would take- from 
bhem ' their liberty 'and in . measure; 
large or small, restb-re the principle* 
printed far and. wide in, American ''and ' 


arng them up by a giant hand.the soil 
would be so disturbed that the city 
would fall in ruins. 


"Under this privileged 
class were 


170 millions of human beings of many; 
different 
nationalities, 
races 
and 


creeds, for the most part densely ig- 
norant. 
Tho privileged 
class owned j |' 


the land, the great masses toiled for 
their masters. 
They wero exploited 


and "farmed" just bs the peasants of 
France were exploited and "farmed" by 
the 'nobility before the French Rcvclu- 
tion. When the people obtained their 
liberty in the revolution 
of March, 


1917, through the unexpected support 
of the Russian army, they realized the 
Russian dream of the ages, and yet 
their mental equilibrium was not as 
much upset as it might have been. 
They did not induige in the 
excesses 


of the French Revolution, and if the

to the Russian democracy, but its ad- 
vocacy has not been new to the dem- 
ocracy of America. We should remem- 
ber those things -when we are. hastily 
condemning the: struggling-, people- of 
Russia who are :trying to adopt socia- 
lism as the basis of their .government. 


"Frankly,il do hot know what social- 


"The railroads' employes have not 


.had their full pay. for a long time, and 
arc suffering from lack of boots, and 
while they have threatened to strike 
they have stuck 
manfully at 
their 


posts. If they had followed the Amer- 
ican example, every engineer in Russia 
from the Baltic to the 
Pacific would 


have left his engine on the 20th of 
last August when the government told 
them that it was impossible 
to -in- 


crease thtiir wages. This is one of the 
things that 
should be 
remembered 


when the workingmen of 
Russia are 


being condemned in such a wholesale 
manner in America. 


"Of course, there 
has been great 


demoralization in industries; of course
